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Hoosiers Cut Down On 
Use Of Cigarets Now 


Laboratory’ research linking cig­ 
arets with lung cancer is blamed 
by Earl Pate, director of the state 
cigaret tax division, for a contin­ 
ued drop in the number of cigar­ 
ets being consumed by Hoosiers. 
It was a c(hipie of years ago 
when major tobacco companies 
were advertising “ not a cough in 
a carload** and that certain brands 
“ were free of dangerous tars and 
nicotines.’* 
This type of plugging cigarets 
had a tremendous kickback. The 
doctors got involved when manu­ 
facturers claimed that “ doctors 
preferred a certain brand” be­ 
cause of its safety from tar and 
nicotine. Now the U. S. govern­ 
mental agencies are making an 
exhaustive study of the relation of 
cigarets to lung cancer. 


Use Of Smokes Falls 
Off In Hoosier State 


Before the lung cancer reports, 
sale of cigarets in Indiana in­ 
creased steadily over a five year 
period Immediately after the first 
reports about lung cancer, the tax 
division's revenues from cigaret 
tax began to fall off. 
During 
19 54, 
Hoosiers 
bought 
466,07 9 .210 packages of cigarets. 
This was a decline from Hoosiers 
buying 500 million packages in 
19 53, and it followed immediately 
the first medical reports linking 
cigarets with lung cancer. 
Doctors, in April, when sales 
were up, 
came to Indianapolis 
for the annual Indiana University 
Medical School Symposium 
and 
meeting of the Indiana Academy of 
General Practice. The subject of 
cigarets as related to lung cancer 
was discussed and got in the pa p-1 
ers. 
Next 
month 
cigaret 
sales 
dropped by four million packs. 
Again, 
in 
August, 
Hoosiers 
smoked 
more 
than 
42 
million 
packs. The State Board of Health 
reported 
Indiana’s 
deaths 
from 
lung cancer were tripled in IO 
y^ars. in an August report 
In 
September, following the report, 
cigaret sales dropped in Indiana by 
six million packs. 
In fairness, it should be said that 
there is wide divergence among 
beliefs of doctors as to whether 
cigarets and lung cancer are re­ 
lated.

This six square miles of more 
or less perpendicular granite —

American foreign policy — seemed 
remote indeed from America on 
this warm misty day but it is full 
of things American. Its soldiers 
have American gear and guns, 
vehicles and tractors and on the 
island is a handful of American 
Army men from the Military As­ 
sistance Advisory Group in For­ 
mosa.

The President’s remarks carried 
an implied rebuke to Adm. Robert 
B. Carney, chief of naval opera­ 
tions. Carney has been identified 
as the source of a prediction, given 
to newsmen last week, that the 
Communists would start striking 
at Quemoy and the Matsus around 
April 15. 
Asked 
specifically 
if 
Carney 
would be reprimanded, Eisenhow­ 
er said not by him. 
Eisenhower said he himself was 
not ruling out the possibility of an 
attack in mid-April. But, he said, 
if anyone has information pointing 
clearly to such an attack, that per­ 
son must have more information 
than the President of the United 
States. 
At another point a reporter told 
Eisenhower that a military man 
had suggested after a tour of the 
Far East that the Chinese Nation­ 
alists might be armed with atomic 
weapons. 
Eisenhower replied he had not 
heard about any such suggestion. 
The President went on to say 
again that he believes talk about 
such things does not do this coun­ 
try any service. 
Eisenhower made a remark about 
being against any further commit- 
! ments with respect to Formosa. It 
was not clear whether he was talk­ 
ing about defense commitments by 
this government or about public 
statements with respect to For­ 
mosa. 
At the outset of the news con­ 
ference, a reporter told Eisenhow­ 
er that Carney had been quoted 
as saying the Communists might 
attack Quemoy and Matsu next 
month .The newsman went on to 
say he understood the President 
felt otherwise and didn’t like Car­ 
ney’s expressing the view which 
he did. 
Eisenhower replied that no one 
possesses a crystal ball to deter­ 
mine the chances of war. He said 
that for anyone to prophesy when 
war might break out is to assume 
an accuracy of information which 
never yet has been attained. 
Eisenhower said that if he were 
going to make any comment on the 
situation it would be to say he does 
not believe the peace of the world 
would be served by talking too 
much in terms of war. 
Under other questioning, Eisen­ 
hower again declined to shed any 
light on whether the United States 
might go to the defense of the 
two Nationalist offshore islands if 
the Reds do attack them. 
Official U. 
S. 
policy, 
as ex­ 
pressed in a resolution passed by 
Congress earlier this year, gives 
the President authority to take 
whatever steps are necessary for 
defense of the main Nationalist 
bastion of Formosa and the near­ 
by Pescadores.

Av erag e leng th of life in the United 
States has increased by at least 30 y ears 
since 18 50, according to the Metropolitan 
Life Insu rance Company ’s statisticians. 
Under m ortality conditions prev ailing at 
the middle of the past centu ry , it is noted, 
the ex pectation of life at birth was less 
than 40 y ears; by 19 54 the fig u re had risen 
to abou t 7 0 y ears. 
Althou g h the g ains in long ev ity hav e 
continu ed for a centu ry , they hav e been 
mu ch g reater since 19 00 than in the pre­ 
ceding 50 y ears. Among white males the 
increase in the ex pectation of life at birth 
was abou t IO y ears from 18 50 to 19 00, and 
abou t 18 12 y ears in the following half cen­ 
tu ry ; among white females the correspond­ 
ing increases were IO1 2 y ears and 2 1 * 2 
y ears. 
Prog ress in ex tending the av erag e leng th 
of life, according to the statisticians, was 
accelerated with the qu ickened tempo of 
adv ances in prev entativ e and cu rativ e med­ 
icine, and in env ironmental sanitation. 
“In the latter part of the 19 th centu ry , 
the infectiou s diseases were still taking 
heav y toll of life annu ally , and at times 
epidemics v irtu ally rav ag ed sections of the 
popu lation,’* the statisticians observ e. “As 
ex amples, in 18 9 1, the death rate from ty ­ 
phoid fev er in Chicag o reached 172 per 
I OO. (J OO of popu lation, and in 18 8 1-18 8 2 in 
Baltimore the diptheria death rate was 2o0 
per 100,000.’’ 
There has been no major epidemic in the 
United States for 35 y ears, the last one 
being the influ enza epidemic of 19 18 -19 19 , 
the statisticians point ou t.

WASHINGTON JF — Two of the big g est stories of 
the past few day s — that the Red Chinese wou ld, 
and wou ldn’t, attack in the Formosa Strait by mid- 
April — mu st hav e left a lot of newspaper readers 
bewildered. 
The stories not only appeared to contradict each 
other bu t in neither story , as it first broke, cou ld 
the indiv idu al doing the talking be named. Both 
hold hig h official positions. 
Both spoke with the u nderstanding they wou ld not 
be named in news stories. 
This ag reement applied only to the newsmen at 
the dinners Others not there were free, if they 
cou ld find ou t after the first stories appeared, to 
identify the dinner speakers. That has happened be­ 
fore in Washing ton. It happened this time. 
Adm Robert Carney , chief of nav al operations, 
spoke at the first dinner Thu rsday nig ht and stories 
were printed Satu rday . 
James C. Hag erty , President Eisenhower’s press 
secretary , has been named by the New York Post 
and the New York Daily News as the one who did 
the talking at the second dinner Monday nig ht. 
Stories coming ou t of the Carney dinner said the 
g ov ernment believ ed Red China wou ld beg in its 
'Campaig n to captu re the Matsu and Qu emoy is­ 
lands by the middle of April. 
Stories from the second dinner, appearing Tu es­ 
day , said Eisenhower himself did not believ e Red 
China is prepared to start any major fig hting in 
the Formosan area in the weeks immediately ahead. 
This threw down the Carney story . 
These off-the-record dinners hav e become a kind 
of Washing ton institu tion among a limited nu m­ 
ber of newsmen who inv ite pu blic officials to dine 
with them and talk withou t fear of being qu oted 
directly or too closely identified. Su ch dinners were 
held in the Tru man administration too. 
The dinners are held with the idea that in this way 
newsmen can g et ou t to the pu blic information 
which g ov ernment officials wou ld not prov ide if the 
orig in of it cou ld be traced directly back to them. 
The newsmen attending these dinners are g iv ing 
an official a blank check to say what he pleases 
withou t fear of being held responsible, u nless later 
identified, for what he wants to pu t across. 
And what he wants to pu t across may sometime 
be, withou t the newsmen realizing it, a personal or 
special point of v iew. Or he may want to g rind an 
ax for the administration in office. In short, news­ 
men can be u sed to fu nnel ou t ‘’planted” stories. 
And when flat statements are made by the re­ 
porter writing a news story — withou t identify ing 
the indiv idu al who g av e the information — the news­ 
paper reader is left in the position of being told 
something whose worth he can’t ev alu ate.

Two policemen were assigned to 
protect Pau l Lasley , 3 4, after he j 
pleaded gu ilty in Federal Cou rt to 
dealing in narcotics. Lasley said 
threats had been made against 
him 
and his 76 -y ear-old grand­ 
mother in an attem pt to keep him 
from changing his plea. 
The change came while Lasley | 
was on trial with two other men, 
W alter C. Johnson, 3 6 , Indianap-, 
ohs, and Herbert C. Miles, 3 5,1 
Phoenix , Ariz. 
After he changed his plea, Las­ 
ley was called immediately as a 
gov ernment witness to t e s t i f y 
against Miles and Johnson, bu t he 
refu sed to implicate them in nar­ 
cotics deals. He denied any deal­ 
ings with them ex cept to “ sell them 
telev ision sets.” 
Lasley ’s attorney , John O. Lewis, 
said his client 
was told, “ You 
wou ldn’t want to end u p the way 
Howard Harding did, wou ld y ou ?” 
Harding, described as a narcotics 
“ pu sher,” was fou nd shot to death 
in a v acant lot Feb. 18. 
Lasley ’s change of plea came 
after Federal Agent Wilbert Pen- 
berthy told of bu y ing $810 worth of 
heroin from Lasley on fou r dif­ 
ferent occasions.

Disappearance Of 
Malenkov Brings 
West Speculation 


LONDON IP—Rising speculation 
about the whereabouts of deposed 
Soviet Premier Georgi Malenkov 
was heightened Tuesday by his ab­ 
sence from a farewell ceremony 
for a visiting Swedish power dele­ 
gation. 
The Swedes Monday night ended 
a 17-day tour of Soviet power sta­ 
tions, made at the invitation of the 
Soviet 
government. 
For 
unex­ 
plained reasons they did not see 
Malenkov, who was demoted seven 
weeks ago from the premiership to 
the post of minister of power 
stations. 
A Moscow radio broadcast de­ 
scribing 
the 
departure 
of 
the 
Swedish delegation made no men­ 
tion of Malenkov. Alexi Pavlenko, 
described as a deputy power sta­ 
tions minister, saw' them off at 
Moscow Airport. Until Malenkov 
got the job last Feb. 9, Pavlenko 
had been the minister. 
Malenkov also was missing from 
the government box at the final 
session Saturday of the Supreme 
Soviet of thfc Russian Soviet Fed­ 
erated Socialist Republic, the Par­ 
liament of the largest of the 16 
Soviet republics. He had attended 
the previous sessions, which be­ 
gan Wednesday. 
Some 
Western 
officials 
have 
speculated 
that 
Malenkov, 
who 
stepped down as premier Feb. 8 
with a confession of failure to do 
his job, was doomed to eventual 
liquidation. These officials, seeing 
him as a loser in the Kremlin 
struggle for power, believed it only 
a question of time. 
Moscow radio Monday night re­ 
ported what could be construed as 
an attack on the ex-Premier by- 
Moscow social science teachers. 
Meeting under the auspices of 
the Moscow Town Committee of 
the Communist* party, the broad­ 
cast said, the teachers “ sharply 
condemned the anti-Marxist rea­ 
soning of certain economists who 
rejected the law of the primary 
development 
of 
heavy 
industry 
under socialism ” 
As premier. Malenkov undertook 
to ease the lot of the Soviet people 
by putting more emphasis on the 
production of consumer goods and 
less on heavy industry'. With his 
downfall this policy was reversed. 
The Chicago Tribune Press Serv­ 
ice reported Monday that rumors 
were circulating in London that 
Malenkov was executed last Thurs­ 
day. The dispatch said the reports 
had been received “through dip- 
plomatic 
channels” 
from 
New 
Delhi.

W ASHINGTON — Eleanor Mar­ 
garet Bumgardner had one boss 
for 18 years. Now she has nine. 
“ Lady,” as she so rightly was 
named by the late Supreme Court 
Justice Frank Murphy, whose de­

he 
served 
as 
mayor of Detroit in 1933 until his 
death in 1949, has remained at 
the court as the “floating secre­ 
tary”’ substituting for ail the jus­ 
tices’ secretaries who are ill, or 
away. 
Occupying her own private of­ 
fice suite, she does reference and 
research work between her secre­ 
tarial stints. In the capital’s offi­ 
cial and social life. Lady, a soft­ 
spoken, 
youngish-looking 
woman 
with hazel eyes, and light gold- 
brown hair, maintains a special 
niche. 
During her long association with 
Justice Murphy — commemorated 
by him in a gold bracelet with 
charms fashioned after all the 
buildings in which he served — as 
mayor, as last governor general 
of the Philippines, as its first high 
commissioner,

of 
Michigan, then as US. attorney 
general, and for nine and one-half 
years as justice, she has met and 
made enduring friends in all walks 
of life. 
Completely dedicated to her job 
with the late justice, Lady has 
tried to fill the void left by his 
death with many varied interests.

Federal Jury 
Convicts Pair 
In Tax Fixing 


NEW YORK im — Henry W. (The 
‘Dutchman) Grunewald and Daniel 
! A. Bolich, former assistant com­ 
missioner of internal revenue, have 
; been convicted by a federal court 
jury of a $160,000 tax-fix bribery 
conspiracy. 
Max Halperin, Manhattan tax 
attorney, was convicted with them. 
After the seven-week trial, the 
jury acquitted two co-defendants 
— Max Steinberg, former group 
I chief in the upper Manhattan di­ 
vision of the Internal 
Revenue 
I Service, and Harry T. Scherm, a 
former agent in the same office. 
Steinberg and Scherm had been 
charged with receiving a $40,000 
bribe in the case. 
The jury of seven men and five 
women brought in its verdict Mon­ 
day night after deliberating 
hours. Judge Archie O. Dawson 
set sentencing for Friday. 
Grunewald, 
62-year-old 
former 
Washington 
influence 
peddler, 
faces a possible maximum of five 
years in prison, a $10,000 fine or 
both. His bail was set at $30,000 
His home is Chevy Chase, Md. 
Halperin was continued in $5,000 
bail and Bolich in $3,500. 
Bolich, 54, a Brooklyn resident, 
faces a possbile maximum sen­ 
tence of eight years in prison and 
a $15,000 fine. He was convicted on 
a more serious count applying to 
a government official. 
Halperin, 69, who lives in Man­ 
hattan, could draw up to 20 years 
in prison and $25,000 in fines. In 
addition to the basic conspiracy 
charge, he was convicted on three 
counts relating to impeding wit­ 
nesses before a grand jury. 
Steinberg, 58, lives in Beverly 
Hills, Calif., and Scherm, 46, lives 
in Williston Park, N. Y., on Long 
Island. 
The government charged that the 
five defendants received $200,000 
in bribes to halt action in two in-

come tax cases. Bolich was ac­ 
cused of quashing two possible 
tax prosecutions at the request of 
Grunewald and Halperin.

Beef Co. ($60,000). 
Attorneys said Monday’s ver­ 
dict was the first time Grunewald 
was convicted on any charge ex­ 
cept contempt of court. He broke 
into the limelight several years 
ago during congressional investi­ 
gation of scandals in the Internal 
Revenue Service. Disclosures dur 
ing that investigation led to his 
prosecution here. 
The indictment on which the 
five were tried charged that a con­ 
spiracy to defraud the government 
was carried on from 1946 through 
1951. The indictment also charged 
that attempts to hide the facts con­ 
tinued until the date of the indict- 
men, last Oct. 25.
